The Indiana State Medical asso-

ciation, and that he is not competent- 
ly qualified for the duties of the posi- 
tion. The action was taken following 
the, report of Dr. W. N. Wlshard, of 
Indianapolis, chairman of the board 
of councilors.

bomb beside the residence of Mrs. Pot- 
ter Palmer and cutting his coat into 
shreds with a butcher knife, piercing 
his skin, Fred 
C. Wahlenmeyer, 2B 


years of age. attempted last nipht to 
gain entrance to the mansion. He was 
arrested. 


Wahlenme.vor demanded an audience 


with Mrs. Palmer, but the watchman, 
who was the first person encountered, 
summoned the police. 


Wnhlenmeyer at lirst told a story 


ot having seen another man placing 
the bomb at the side of the house and 
afterward struggling with him. Later, 
however, the prisoner confessed to hav- 
ing put the explosive there himself 
and to bavins cut his clothes to bear 
out his narrative. Mrs. Palmer was at 
home at the time and the whole house- 
hold was thrown into excitement by 
the proximity of injury by the bomb. 
Wahlenmeyer was questioned for hours 
by the police, but refused to explain 
his motive, hiding behind the expres- 
sion, "Why did I do it? Oh, just lor 
instance." 


The police announced they would 


question Mrs. Palmer today in regard 
to reports she had received threaten- 
ing letters, in the effort to discover the 
man's reason for the act. It is be- 
lieved Wehlenmeyer is not insane. 


The police are proceeding on the 


theory that he thought to gain a re- 
ward for having "saved" the house and 
its occupants from "some mysterious 
bomb thrower" and that his mutila- 
tion of his clothes was to substantiate 
this claim.

sister were found at their home here.

annual convention of'the republican 
national league. The leading feature 
of today's session in Carnegie hail will 
be an address to "young voters" to be 
delivered by Col. Theodore Roosevelt 
late in the afternoon. 


The convention will be carried over 


tomorrow. A parade of, the delegates 
will be held in the evening, follow- 
ing a reception to President Taft at 
the republican club. Mr. Taft will IIP 
the guest of the club at a banquet in 
the hotel Astor and deliver an address 
which Is expected to ,be an important 
political utterance.

dently was afraid to take a longer 
chance than he did. Mr. Diebold had 
no weapon and was powerless even if 
he had thought of offering any. resist- 
ance.

prominence. 
The fourth class of in- 


surgents may be referred to as su- 
burbanites, in that they reside in, the 
suburbs, but find it more convenient 
to do their political business in the re- 
publican ranks." 


The Real Thing. 


A fifth class of Jlnsurgonts Mr. Ham- 


mond said, "are entitled to the appel- 
lation 'progressive republicans.' These 
men are sincerely desirous of raising 
the standard of the political morals ot 
the country and while they recognize 
the necessity of party organizations. 


WILL ACCEPT IF 


AID IS PLEDGED 


Much Muddled Situation is 


Finally Cleared Up by 


the Leaders. 


Rochester, X. Y.. Sept. 30.—Every- 


thing was undecided not to say chaotic 
when the democratic state convention 
was called to ord^r today for Ita sec- 
ond session, an hour and a half after 
the 
appointed 
time. 
Conferences 


which lasted through most of the night 
and all the morning to settle upon a 
candidate for the governorship had 
been fruitless except as they brought 
Into view as possible nominees John 
A. Dix, chairman of the state commAt- 
tee, and Judge Alton B. Parker. 


Mr. Dix was not a willing candidate, 


but. 
there were Indications that coul-1 


he be assured of the support of those 
who were avowedly In the field for th« 
nomination he would accept the honok 
Judge Parker's attitude was even 
clearly defined. 


The committee on resolutions was 


held awaiting the decision on the 
question of selecting a gubernatorial 
candidate before obtaining the sanc- 
tion of the recognized leaders for It-j 
report. 


Judge Parker as temporary chair- 


man, 
called, the convention to order. 


The report of the committee on con- 
tested seats was then submitted and 
adopted, after which permanent or- 
ganization was effected with Herbert 
P. Bissau, of Buffalo, as chairman. 


Mr. Blssell Immediately took the 


platform and began to address the 
convention. 


The Platform. 


. The platform presented to the con- 
vention pledged the party first to the 
preservation of the "old nationalism." 
It condemned "all attacks upon Lh'e 
supreme court of the United States" 
and 
declared for sovereign 
states 


rights "for. the largest possible' meas: 
ure of, home-rule for all cities of th« 
state.", 
. -It. .denounced the., republican party 
for It; government of the state. It de- 
clared that the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
law was a "breach of faith" by the re- 
publican party and responsible for the 
high cost of living. Only by a down- 
ward revision, of the tariff, it held, 
could the cost of living be reduced. 


It pledged the party to a thorough 


investigation of all official wrong doing, 
"that. the guilty may be punished and 
business relieved of black mail." 


"We declare In favor of state wide 


primaries to Insure to the people the 
right to elect candidates and make 
nominations for public offices." 


The platform declared for popular 


election of United States senators for I 
an income tax, for a parcels post and I 
for the preservation of water power 
for all the people. 


The convention took a recess until 


1:30 p. m. 


Goes 187 Mile Journey from 


Chicago to Springfield 


in Few Hours. 


Springfield, 
111., 
Sept. 30.—Walter 


R. Brooklns. the young aviator pupil 
of 
the Wright 
brothers, yesterday 


smashed a world's aviation record and 
sent the Illinois country-side wild with 
enthusiasm by ilying in a Wright bi- 
plane from Chicago to Springfield. 


By flying the 188 miles In a con- 


tinuous flight the young aviator an- 
nexed the $10,000 prize offered by the 
Chicago 
Record-Herald 
and 
easily 


eclipsed the long distance continuous 
flight record made by Curtis when he 
covered the 141 miles from Albany to 
New York. 


Forty thousand persons greeted thf 


daring air driver as he made a perf«:?t 
landing In the state fair grounds here 
at 4:26 o'clock in the afternoon, seven 
hours and four minutes after his start 
from Chicago. His actual time in air 
was five hours and forty-nlna minutes. 
The big shouting crowd In Its enthu- 
siasm broke police lines and scattered 
Itself over half of the parkway pre- 
pared lor the aviator's landing place. 


"Brooklns!" 
the thousand« yelled, 


and with a rush that swept a cordon 
of police off their feet, man, women 
and-children crushed about the ma- 
chine to the Imminent danger of the 
frail air craft. 


Aviator Stagger* from Seat. 


The 22 year old champion slipped 


from'his seat In the biplane and half 
staggered on htu benumbed legs. His 
hands were shaking and his first words 
told of the fearful nervous strain h« 
had been under for more than seven 
hours. 


"The strain waa fierce," Brooklns 


said, "a head wind all the way and 
the machine always sinking. It's the 
worst trip I over tackled. But let me 
out of this wild crowd. They -would 
hardly give me room to light In and 
now I can't get out for the mob of 
people."

Secret Way to Make Pearls as Cheap 


as Collar Buttons. 


New York, Sept. 30.—The existence 


of a secret method of making pearls, 
which if disclosed would make them 
as plentiful and as cheap as the collar 
button, Tvas told today by Prof. Bash- 
ford Dean, of Columbia university, to 
ths American Fisheries society. 


"In a little harbor south of Tokio 


there has been produced successfully 
by a secret process pearls that are o 
the finest type." said Prof. Dean 
•'When I was at -the Uiversity of Ja- 
pan, 
the emperor himself opened these 


oysters and took therefrom this new 
pearl I now exhibit, so there is no 
doubt about the genuine success of this 
experiment. 


"But the secret has been withheld 


even from the emperor, otherwise the 
whole of the pearl industry would be 
revolutionized. 
Dr. N. Nishlfcawa, a 


gradute of the University 
of Tokio, 


discovered the process and left his se- 


cret to hla father-in-law, Mikemoto, 
one of the most famous pearl .raisers 
of Japan. 


"I surmise that -the pearl Is formed 


by-introducing scientifically a piece of 
mother of pearl Into the shell, around 
which the pearl is formed, taking the 
place of the worm which nature uses 
to |orm th ecore of the naturally grown 
pearl."

THE MURDER OF HAtVu. 


Dueling Received a Fatal Blow in th« 


Death of the Statesman. 


(From Life o£ Alexander Hamilton, by 


Henry Cabot Lodge.) 


Each man prepared for the .meeting 


in his own fashion; Burr by pistol 
practice, in his own garden, Hamilton 
by settling the business of his clients. 
As the fatal day drew near, Hamilton 
displayed a calm cheerfulness, 'su<Jh as 
became a gallant man ot strong char- 
acter, and ^rote farewell letters to his 
wife, full of • the most intense feeling 
and touching pathos. Burr took the 
necessary precaution for the destruc- 
tion oE letters from women whom he 
had seduced. 
x 


They met at last on a beautiful 


July morning, by the banks of the 
Hudson. Hamilton fell at the first fire,, 
mortally -wounded, discharging his own 
pistol in the air. He was taken to his 
home, lingered a few hours in terrible 
pain and died surrounded by his agon- 
ized 
family. 
Burr went forth un- 


harmed, to engaged in abortive treason, 
anad to become a, wanderer and out- 
cast on the face of the earth. 


Hamilton's 
suffering 
and 
death 


caused an outburst of bitter and In- 
dignant grief amoong men of all par- 
ties throughout the nation, which has 
been equaled only in our own time by 
the popular emotion at the murder of 
Lincoln and Qarfteld. The people knew 
that a great man had fallen. 
The 


senseless slaughter of a great states- 
man, the useless, needless sacrifice of 
a man of brilliant abilities in the prime 
of life, was felt to be almost as much 
a disgrace as a misfortune, and Ham- 
ilton's death did more to abatd dueling 


and make it odious than any event in 
through which runs a beautiful valley, 
through which runs a stream which 
bubbles out of a spring within a few 
yards of the grave. 
This stream is 


called the Sane, and was thus, named 


many years before Napoleon was taken 
to St. Helena. The fact is curious, be- 
cause in his will he expressed the wish 
that his body should lie on the banks 
of the River Seine, as it does now. 
But Napoleon, himself, unaware of the 


name of the little stream in the valley, 
chose it as his temporary resting place. 
Napoleon liked that valley. He sat in 
it a great deal, and people who picture 
him stnding on a 
barren, volcanic 


rock, would be surprised if they could 


see how charming that favorite spot is.
